BERLIN #—The Russians re- 
laxed today their financial block- 
ade of Berlin for the present. 

The Soviet action came on the 
third day after Western envoys 
talked in the Kremlin with Prime 
Minister Stalin. 

It indicated the Russians might 
be willing to compromise on the 
east-west currency war, which the 
Russians assigned as a reason for 
imposing a land blockade on the 
strife-torn city.

Heights Seeking 
More Fire Funds 


Reporting on their past activ- 
ities in fire protection in San An- 
tonio Heights and _ pointing out 
that additional support is needed, 
the San Antonio Heights Fire De- 
partment has sent letters to all 
residents in the area. The letter 
was signed by H. B. Hamilton, Ar- 
thur J. Reeder and W. V. Moffitt, 
members of_a committee. 

“When we started out nearly 
three years ago on a fire plug in- 
stallation program we planned the 
addition of seven new fire hy- 
drants in the district and later in- 
creased the number to ten,” the 
letter states. “At that time we had 
26 suitable sources of water for 
pump use. We now have a total 
of 47, 

Through efforts of the volun- 
teers, five of these additional plugs 
have been installed and paid for 
by the city of Upland, and 16 have 
been installed by your volunteer 
fire department with your co-op- 
eration. 

The state forestry department 
has recently delivered one new fire 
truck to this station and is now 
assembling another similar ve- 
hicle. These trucks are specially 
equipped to combat either struc- 
tural or brush fires. ‘hey are four 
wheel driven ana their combina: 
tion pumper-tanker construction 
make them effective anywhere. 
The department has been caled 
on forty-five fires so far this 
year—-13 of them in the Heights 
district. A total of twenty-nine 
volunteer firemen have responded 
to these calls.” 

Further improvements are 
planned and additional funds are 
sought from residents and proper- 
ty owners in the area. 

“A nominal monetary subscrip- 
tion from each property owner on 
the Heizhts would meet our pres- 
ent quota for immediate expendi- 
tures and would be much, much 
less than would be assessed were 
we in a regular fire district,’ the 
letter continued, and pointed out 
that the average donation three 


years ago was about $7.

Blocks Action on Price Control as 
Truman Thunders Disapproval 


WASHINGTON, (P)—The House today passed a Repub- 
lican anti-inflation bill after blocking any consideration of 
President Truman’s limited price, rationing and wage control 
program. 

The vote was 264 to 97, or 23 more than the two- thirds 
necessary for passage under a suspension of the rules that 
limited debate to 40 minutes and barred all amendments to 
the GOP measure. ein

Met Cancels 
‘BR 19 Season 


NEW YORK (#)—The inter- 
nationally famous Metropolitan 
Opera has cancelled plans for its 
1948-49 season after 
reach agreement with unions rep- 
resenting its employes. 


Officials of the Met, one of! 


America’s most distinguished mu- 
sical institutions, said union de- 
mands for wage in¢reases could 
not be met. 

Declaring it was faced with a 
“large deficit’ for the coming sea- 
son, the Opera association said: 

“To increase this deficit by 
meeting further demands involv- 
ing still higher costs of produc- 
tion would, we believe, be impru- 
dent to the point of irresponsibil- 
ity.” 

Last year’s deficit was $220,- 
000. Previous economic crises 
have been met by personal con- 
tributions by directors of the Met- 
ropolitan Opera association and by 
public contributions. 

Closing of the Met, on whose 
stage the world’s most celebrated 
singers have performed, stunned 
opera lovers and artists alike. 

The cancellation brought an im- 
mediate protest from Local 802 of 
the American Federation of Mu- 
Sicilians (AFL), one of _ several 
with which the Met has failed to 
reach agreement. 


The union said it had dropped | 


wage demands in an effort to 
reach a settlement and had in- 
sisted only on an employment in- 
surance plan and old age bene- 
fits. 

Lawrence Tibbett, baritone, who 


|is president of the Musical Artists 


guild, said he was “quite flabber- 
gasted”’ by the decision. 

Tibbett said his union did not 
ask for pay increases “‘but we did 
get a few minor concessions in the 
way of better conditions. I thought 
that the other unions would go 
along because it is obvious that 
the Metropolitan can’t meet its 
enormous deficit.” 

-Expressing the opinion that 
“this does not mean the death of 
the Metropolitan,” Tibbett added: 

“It will now become obvious 
how many friends the Metropoli- 
tan has. It all comes back to the 
old adage that ‘you never miss the 
water until the well runs dry’.” 

Metropolitan's officials deplor- 
ed the effect the closing would 
have ‘“‘on the musical life of New 
York and throughout the country, 
as well as its broader implications 
in the foreign field.”
